The States Marine Corps re-
centiy completed the record of Connect!
cut in ths World war for itg official files:

The war department was ths firat
branch of the service to complete this
task, then the navy, o that cow for the
first time the officla]l siatistical record
of Connectiout Is ready for the hlstor-
lans.

Connecticut contributed to the armed
forces of the United States between
April 7, 1517, and November 11, 1818,
& total of 70,584 men and woman, of
whotn 1,830 lost thelr lives in agtion or
from dissase, and 4,154 were wounded or
giessd, not Including those wounded in
the navy serviee.

The way each of the three branches
of the servics summarizes Conpecticut
In the war is interesting. Robert C. Da-
vis, acting adjutant-general, renports:

“Estimatss -based upon statistics ga-
thered from statementa thus far oom-
pieted Indil that approximately &5~
000 men weta furnished to the army by
the stats of Connecticut out of a total
of epproximataly 4,488,000 enlistad men
and officers for the antirs United States,
Recently complled easuaity  statistics
ghow that 1,802 Connesticut soldisrs Joat
their lives from all csuses during the
period of the war, of whom seventy-
four were commissionsd officers and 1,728
wera enlisted men, and that 4118 Con-
neotiout soldiers wers wounded in action
of whom 118 were commissionod officers
and 4,001 wers snlisted men. Al sol-
| diers criginally reported as missing have
besn eccounted for.

l¢ bureag of navigation of Lha navy
dubartruent reporis: “There were i
regular and temporary officers from the
statn of Connecticut in the navy. of
whom =ix disd from disease and one was
sccidentally killed, Tn the resylar navy
there wern 4,604 men and ten women.
